He was 
nominated on the Republican ticket for 
ths Forty-eighth congress against Miles 
Ross, whom he defeated, the vote being 
Kean, 15,186; Roes, 18,841. In 1884 he 
was again nominated, with ex-Governor 
Robert S. Green as his opponeut, aud 
was defeated. In 1886 he was again 
nominated, and defeated McMahon by a 
plurality of 687 votes, the vote being 
Kean. 15,568; McMahon, 14,981. In 1888 
(presidential year) he was once again 
nominated for congress, bnt was de¬ 
feated by Congressman Geissenhainer. 
He is among the wealthiest men in the 
state, and runs two banks, a water, a 
gas and a street car company in Eliza¬ 
beth, which is his home. 

Hon. George T. Werts, the Democratic 
nominee, was born at Hackettstown on 
March 84, 1846. He was admitted to 
the bar in November, 1867, and con- 
tinned in the active practice of his pro- 

S fession until his 

elevation to the 
bench in Feliru- 
ary last. From 
May, 1888, to 
May, *1885, he 
served as record¬ 
er of Morristown, 
land in May, 1886, 
was elected may¬ 
or of that city, 
being re-elected 
in 1888 and again 

At the Novem¬ 
ber election of 
OBOROK r. WKRTS. 1886 Mr. Werts 
was elected the member of the state sen¬ 
ate for Morris county by a plurality of 
884 votes, and was re-elected in 1889 by 
a plurality of 192 votes only. * During 
the session of 1888 he led the fight in the 
senate against the local option and high 
license measure which had been passed 
by the legislature in the preceding year, 
and drafted the present licensing act, 
known as the Werts law. He is also 
the author of the ballot reform bill, 
which is now the law of the state. Last 
/ebruary Governor Abbett appointed 
him to a vacancy on the supreme bench, 
and he thereupon declared his retire¬ 
ment from politics, but in spite of his re¬ 
peated refusals the Democrats insisted 
on making him their candidate for gov¬ 
ernor.

The commer¬ 
cial bodies of that country have come to 
the conclusion that the greatest danger 
to European interests lies in the “new 
departure** or commercial arrangements 
which this country has negotiated with 
the Latin-American Republics and the 
West Indian islands. German newspa¬ 
pers view with great satisfaction the 
treaty recently negotiated by Genpany 
with Colombia, from which they antici¬ 
pate favorable results, expecting to 
counteract by it the inroads that the re¬ 
cent efforts on the part of the United 
States have made in their commerce.

He is very popular In Denver and is in 
charge of one of the wearthiest and 
Bust fashionable congregations in the 
city. The salary is far In excess of that 
of a congressman, bat Mr. Reed bus
